2. In regard to claims 1, 14, 22, 35 & 52, although the instant claims produce a data 
structure, the claims data structure is not used in the claims as current recited in such a manner 
so as to produce a concrete an tangible result that has a practical application. Note the 
definition of a "Data Structure" as set forth in the MPEP § 2106(IV)(B)(1). For this reason, 
the examiner is interpreting the data or constructed fares of these claims as being abstract and 
non-function descriptive material, since the claims fail to recite that either the type of data or 
the data structure has a practical application with in the claims. Further, neither the type of 
data nor the data structure it self would affects how the claimed system as a whole operates or 
how an external system would use the type of data stored in the data structure/matrix. It was 
noted that the system of claim 43 also failed to use that the constructed fare data and hence it 
was abstract for the same reason. 

2.1 With this as some guidance, it was decided to add a functionality to the claims under 
consideration by amended the claims so that the type of data and the data structure is or could 
be used by either the remaining portions of the claims or an external device. The examiner 
indicated that such an amendment would make the claims statutory. 

2.2 In regard to the prior art rejection, it was argued that the process of fare construction is 
for each individual airline and that the prior art looks at all the data for an airline when 
constructed fares for an airline. Whereas the instant invention performs a preprocessing of the 
data used to construct fares by restricting the data used to construct fares to only those interior 
cites that appear with gateway cites as arbitraries for the airline being considered. This 
preprocessing thereby reduces the time required to construct fares. The examiner indicated 
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that the instant claims did not particularly point out such a distinction, so it was agreed that the 
claims would be delineated to distinguish what is performed as preprocessing be fore the fares 
are constructed. 

2.3 To remove the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, the examiner suggested that claim 18 
should depend from claim 17 and that claim 39 should depend from claim 38.
